Justice. 
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Force of Circumstances, 


So long as our opponents could, with any plau- 
sibility, deny the alleged resulis of the anti-sia 
very agitation, they were satisfied. That time 
has gone by. Progress must beadmitted. Nu- 
merous, incontestible facts show that the labors 
of abolitionists have not been in vain. 

What now is the device of ourenemies!. Ef- 
fects are admitied, but, they have hit upon a ve- 
ry pleasant theory of causation, which shall ye: 
spare their se!f-love. They-have become relj 
giously philosophical, and -deal out grand dis- 
sertations, onthe force of circumstances, the 
advance of events, the laws of human progress, 
an over-ruling providence, and so on. True, 
they do not explain to us, wherein consisis the 
potential power of circumstances, or in what 
manner events advance, or of what consequence 
would be the laws of human progress, without 
the deeds of human actors—or how there can 


be an over-ruling providence, without intelli- 
gent actions to over-rule. 


According to this ingenious theory, the Refor- 
mation. was the result of the force of circumstan- 
ces, and Luther himself was a mere circum- 
stance. The American revolution, was purely 
a providential interposition, and men had noth- 
ing to do with its inception, progress, or com- 
pletion. : 

All this is an admirable device, to strip unpop- 
ular reformers of their honors; and, under the 
mask of an humble piety, to enable a man to 
cherish hatred against the good,and hold him- 
self aloof from al! hazardous or laborious attempts 
to better the condition of the world. Why should 
he sacrifice ease, or expend wealth, or seek a 


good name, when circumstances are the Great: 


Reformer? He need’ entertain no jealousy of 
this mysterious personage, which can awaken 
noenvy, wound no self-love, never become a 
eubject of admiration. How delightful, that un- 
der the auspices of this shadowy, undefined, 
impersonal. being, mind and morals march on- 
ward to perfection, without the necessity. of 
word or act from human agente! 


Is not this a vile doctrine? It belitiles human 
nature, it nurtures selfishness, it dishonors God. 

The New York Commercial has given the ‘a- 
test instance of this mode of philosophizing; and 
you will find illustrations in almost all those 
newspapers, which, being stimulated by the force 
of public sentiment to say something of the pro- 
gress of anti-slavery principles, and yet con- 
scious that they have done nothing to promote, 
but much to retard this healthful change, are 
determined at least that no body else shall have 
any credit.

NEW ORGANIZATION. 
Rivtey, June 3, 1843. 


Dr. Bailey;— Through your paper, I desire to 
present to all anti-slavery Presbyterians, Old and 
New School, the following questions. Ought not 
all anti-slavery Presbyterians to withdraw from 
the present branches of the Presbyterian church 
in the United States? 

The Bible enjoins it upon us to withdraw from 
every brother that walketh disorderly. And the 
injunction is, “Have no fellowship with the un- 
fruitful works of darkness.’’ These injunctions 
are, in fact. a part of the constitution of both bran- 
ches of the Presbyterian church. The scriptures 
are declared to be “the only infallible rule of faith 
and practice! We already refuse the slaveholder 
communion in our churches, because he walks 
disorderly; but if the slaveholder walks disorder- 
ly, does not the man {hat communes with him al- 
so walk disorderly? Does he not disobey the in- 
junctions just mentioned? Are not those minis- 
ters and e‘ders in the free states, who re 
ceive slaveholders to communion, in despite of ail 
the light that has been thrown upon: the. subject, 
worse than slaveholders themselves? Are not 
both General Assemblies more criminal in tlie 
sight of God, than even slaveholders? One ot

While there were but seven delegates in the 
New School Genera! Assembly, from slaveho!ding 
bodies, nearly one half of the Old School Assem- 
bly was from slave states. But, the action of the 
two bodies on slavery, as we have seen, differs in 
nothing essential. 

In the New School, we notice that every doctor 
of divinity voied for the do-nothing resolutions, 
Dr. Edward Beecher, and Dr. Duffield, after de- 
livering the most eloquent speeches in favor 0} 
acting against slavery, voted that it was not for 
the edification of the church to do any thing. 

It is said that anti-slavery men carried this res- 
olution. They may be anti-s'avery so far as tals 
goes, but no further. Under the auspices of just 
such anti-slavery sentiment, slavery has gained 
all its victories in this country. 

They must be hard run for subjects of rejoicing, 
who appear to think it agreat gain that the ques- 
tion of slavery is really allowed to be discussed 
in an ecclesiastical assembly! Wonderful! The

On motion, Ebenezer Elliott was appointed 
chairman, and Lorenzo Stubbs and Newton Stubbs 
were appointed secretaries. 

On motion, the following named persons were 
appointed a committee to. prepure business fur the 
Convention, viz: Lorenzo Stubs, Nathan Brown 
Esq., James Marlatte, Stephen E. Giffin and Wal- 
ter R. Wheeler. 


In the absence of the business committee, the 
meeting was addressed by Mathew R. full. on 
the political and moral bearings of slavery on both 
cburch and state. 

‘The business committee produced a report 
which was postponed for a time, to make way fur 
Saniuel Lewis to address theweeting, Which he 
proceeded to do ina very able asd conclusive 
manner, showing beyoud contrad.ciion, that the 
nominally free states are the uphulders and sup- 
porters of American slavery. 

The report of the busiuess commi'tée was then

ANTI-SLAVERY SELECTIONS. 


Letter from Judge Jay. 
Beprorp, May 1, 1843. 
My Dear Sir,— 
I thank you for your friendly 
letter in relation to my removal from the bench. 
The loess of. an office which [ had held for a- 
bouta quarter of a century, and which | had con- 
templated resigning in the course of the present 
year, is not a matter of personal regret. My mo- 
tive in holding, for so long a time, a situation 
which subjected me to no little inconvenience, 
and vielded no emolument, was a desire,:to be- 
useful and a belief that I could exert on the bench 
a wholesome moral influence. How far that be 
lief was well founded, is for others to decide.— 
To myself, it is grateful to know that my official 
conduct, whatever mistakes I may have made, 
has been pure, unbiased by personal partialities, 
and uninfluenced by any fears except that.of my 
Maker. 
To the gentlemen of the Westchester bar, gen- 
erally, as well as to yourself in particular, lL am 
deeply indebted. for the kindness & courtesy with 
which 1 have been treated; & had I known at the 
December term, that we were not to meet again, 
{ would have embraced the upportunity of public- 
ly acknowledging my obligations 10 them, and of 
bidding them an aflectionate farewell.- 
Under the circumstances of the case, it would 
be an affectation of humility to ascribe my loss 
of office to anydissatistacuon with my Cfficial con- 
duct on the part uf the bar or the republic. The 
New York Plebian, awid ail its vituperative clam- 
ur for my. dismissal, does not even hint a charge 
against ne as a judge, and the editor of the 
Wesichester Herald, notwithstanding his blind 
devotion to his party, beers a flattering testimo- 
ay tomy ability as a “Jurist,” and admits that 
iny *macal worth’? is not questioned, as he be- 
ieves,**by any man iu the country,” 

Nor have | been proscribed on account of my 
political opinions. ‘lhose opimons belong to the 
id Washington School---I have never concealed 
them; and they are the fame now as they were 
when I received oftice from Governors Tomy kins, 
Clinten, Throop, and. Marcy; and when President 
Jackson tendered to me an impurtant and lucra- 
uve appointment, ? 
For.20 years or more, I have had no connection 
with party politics, and have attended no party 
meetings. It appeared to me unbecoming a judge, 
to be a political partizan;and 1. murevver,. ob- 
~erved so much profiigacy, venality, and bypocrit- 
cab profession in both parties, that I could not 
conseentiously identify myself with either. I 
lave for _years, vot d for those I believed to be 
the most honest oi the candidates offering for my 
suffrage without regard to the party dogmas they 
professed. : 
‘That the people of Westchester had lost their 
confidence in me, and wished me to descend trom 
the bencli, is not pretended. On the cuntrary, I 
have the most abundant. and gratifying proofs of 
ihe correctness of your remark, that my removal} 
has uccasioned, ‘in the country, with all political 
parties, unusual dissatisfaction and complain- 
ing.” ; 

If then, my removal has been. effected eontra- 
ry to the wishes of the county, and not because 
I Jacked in ability or integrity, nor even on ac~ 
count of my politics, it becomes a matter. of spub- 
lic interest. to inquire, with what motives and 
‘with What views the Chief Magistrate at.Ny York, 
dispenses. the patronage entrusted to: him: by the 


Gov. Bouck has, in this instance, as in another 
far more important, only acted as the instrument 
of a faction whieh, while prating about. equa!

chester, by my remova!. Mr. Van Buren was 
then a candidivle fur tee. Presidency, and 1 was 
shown a confidential Jetter from one of his  par- 
ticular friends at Albany, to an influential demo- 
crat of this county, discussing tne expediency of 
my removal. Tie letter way put into. my hand 
by the. gentleman to whom it was addressed. li 
was admitted by the writer that my conduct asa 
judge was irreproachab‘s. and that there were no 
other. objections to my re-apavintment than my 
anti-slavery. sentiments. My ox'y fault in the 
eyes of this champion of equal rights; was that 
I was opposed to converting men and women into 
beasts of burden. Still he was apprehensive that 





_ my removal for such & cause might savor of per- 


secution for «bstract opinic»s; in other words, 
might be unpopular; and he wished to know what 
the party in Westchester deemed must expedient. 
After a year’s deliberatian and hesitation, 1 was 
ré-appointed. Mr. Van Buren is again a can- 
didate, but now he has.a southern democrat for 
a competitor; and, his party-in the State being 
so strong, that he can well affurd to risk a little 
dissatisfaction in Westchester, it is deemed pru- 
dent to propitiate the demon of slavery by offer- 
ing avict.m, however humble, on his altar.— 
The Plebian, devoted to Mr. Van Buren’s election, 
avowed with unblushing franknes=, that my re- 
appointment would be calculated to prejud.ce the 
democratic party “iN THE EYES OF OUR SUUTHERN 
FREEMEN.” ¥ 

Thus; it seems; that in order to elevate Mr. 
Van Buren to the Presidency, the magistrates of 
the free, sovereign, and independent State of N. 
York, are to be selected with reference to the 
good pleasures of southern slavehulders. 

Pardon, my dear sir, the egotism of this letter. 
I have been compelled to speak of myself, in or- 
der tu-expose the canting profligacy of our dema- 
gogues, and to illustrate one of the numberles> 
accursed influences of slavery. This aberred 
system, which, in the south, makes merchaudize of 
the souls and bodies of men, is, at the same tiine. 
trafficing in the politics, the religion, and the lib- 
erties of the north, and putrifying whatever 1! 
touches. Against this system I have conten- 
ded, as did my futher betore me, and the leisure 
Gov. Bouck has given me, shall be faithfully de- 
voted to the prosecution of the warfare.

Address to Non-Silaveholders. 


Mr. Epiror:—A second and large edition of 
the *‘Address. to the Non-Slavehulders of the 
South on the Social and Political Evils of Siave- 
ry,” by the Executive Cuomuittee of .the Ameri- 
can and Foreign Anti-Slavery Suciety has just 
been published in an exira of the Reporter. ‘she 
demand tor the first edition soon exhausted it.--- 
Orders are solicited fur the second edition.

Gerrit Smith Esq., has published an address 
“To the Slaveholders of the county of Madison,’ 
New York. There is no escaping his conclusiuns. 
He says: 


I address myself to you, reader, if you belong 
either to the Democratic or Whig party: fur both 
of these parties, and all who belung to them are 
slaveholders. That they are, is but too evident. 
The laws of this Nation are what these paities 
choose to have thera. One or both are responsi- 
ble for each of our National Laws. The tens of 
thousands of our fellow-men who are held in sla- 
very in the District of Columbia and in Florida, 
are so held under the laws of these parties. That 
prisons are built with the National moneys inthe 
District of Columbia, the chiet use of wbich is tu 
facilitate the slave-trade, and thatthere, persons. 
by paying fuur hundred dellars a year each, are 
licensed to engage in that trade, is to be chafged 
on these parties. That our National fiag shouid 
be prostituted to the protection of the traftic in hu- 
man beings; that our Nation should yield to the 
demands of slaveholders, and at an expense o! 
forty millions of dollars and inany lives, shou). 
carry on in Floridaa war in behalf of slavery; is 
also to be charged on these parties. That Con- 
gress should, 11 the face of God and man, and iu 
the face of that Constitution, the express design 
of which is tv ‘establish justice and secere the 
blessings of liberty,” be guilty of multtply:ng 
slave Staies, and of exteuding slavery over 2 
large purtion of the aera of .the present Unied 
Statés, is also to be charged on these parties -- 
In a word, that our General Goverumentshuuld be 
so administered, both at home and abroad, us te 
uphold, extend and perpetuate slavery, is owin, 
to pro-slavery cuaracier of these same parties.--- 
And, let it be burne in mind, that this will re- 
main their character as lung as Amer.can slavery 
remains;---fur the South will not consent to come 
into, or continue.in, even a religious party, un- 
less such party be pro-siavery; and, if she refuses 
to be connecied with a reigious party which is 
not pro-siavery, it is comparatively Jittle, that 
she shonid refuse connection with a political par- 
ty ,which is not pro*slavery. Lf the South wili 
not permit the National Presbyterian party aud 
the National Methodist party to say that slavery 
I$ sin; itisany thing but wonderful, that sie 
should not permit the Democr+tic and Whig par- 
ties to repeal slave Jaws. If it be at the penalty 
of her withdrawing trom them, and so destroying 
their nationality, that the furmer shai] take ground 
for the slave; it can certainly be at no less penal- 
ty, for the latter to venture on tie like course 0! 
righteousness.

Four fifths of the Irish Emigrants went to the 
Baitish North American Colonies; the largest pro- 
portion of the Scorch went to Canada and No- 
va Scotia’; and 5-7ihs of the English to the Uni- 
red States.

Its direciion, also has un- 
dergone a material change. In 1841 the Emi- 
grants to Australasia and New Zealand, amoun- 
ted to $2,550. The removal of a great number 
of persons, most of them belonging to the work- 
ing classes, nust have had a considerahle effec: 
in lightening the pressuae on the market of Ja- 
bor: but the return does not enable us to state 
what proportion the women and children bore to 
the men.--- Quebec Gaz. 





TEMPERANCE. 
SO MUCH FOR WASHINGTONIANISM. 


We were stopped in the street, a day or two ago, 
by a Washingtunian friend, who remarked that 
he was building a house. On our expressing some 
surprise he added, that, since he had joined the 
Washingtonian Society, two years ago, he had 
put into his money box the sum ot two hundred 
dollars, which, had not become a Washingtonian, 
wou'd have gune—and he pointed his finger signi- 
ficantly towards his mouth. He then related an 
incident which is worth recording. We will give 
it as near as possible in his own words. 

*A short time since an acquaintance from the 
country, with whom [ lad formerly been accus- 
tomed to drink, brought me some lumber for my 
house. Pefure seitling, he asked me to go with 
him and get something to drink. 

“Very well,” said I. 

We tnen went into a place where liquor is sold, 
and he called for that which suited him, and asked 
me what [ would take. 

‘A glass of water,’ said I. 

*‘Whatare you a Washingtonian!’ 

‘You wil] think so, when you see the money 
with which [| shall pay you.’ I then took from 
my pocket thirty-seven dollars in four ha’pennies, 
and paid him. You never saw aman so aswwn- 
ished. He put his glass upon the counter and left 
it untasted.”” : 

As may he supposed, we left our friend, grati- 
fied at such effects of Washing'onianism. We 
had not gone far before we fell in with another 
Washingtonian friend, who wished to take the 
Gazette and pay for it in his work. He was a 
shoe-maker. He remarked that. as he was re- 
pairing a house he had recently purchased, it was 
difficult to get money for other purposes than 
that. On making inquiry in regard tu his pros- 
perity since he had become a Washin stoniid, he 
said that we might judge what it was. He had 
purchased a ‘ot of land for $200. a building for 
#50, had paid $25 fur removing it, and was now 
fitting it up. 

These two men were among the first members 
of the Pangor Washingtonian Society, and when 
the became so were verily ‘‘subjects.”” We have 
no dvubt that many of their brethren in the city,. 
can give as good account of themselves as they. 
‘So much fur Washingtonianism.”—Bangor Ga- 
zelle, 





From the Boston Trumpet. 


A few Sundays ago, by invitation, I_ preached 
to the prisoners on Blackwell's Island. In the 
course of my remarks I introduced the subject 
of temperance, as one of tic direct means by 
which a genuine reformation might be produced, 
forno small portien of the grosser crimes were 
committed under the influence of drink. My ar- 
guments, illustrations and appeais, it seems were 
not in vain for on retiring from the chapel sever- 
al of the prisoners expressed to their keepers a 
wish to sign the pledge. Learning that fact, two 
days after J visited the prison again with temper- 
ance pledges ready for their signatures. The 
principal keeper seconded our plans, and gave 
us an Opportunity to accomplish our object. 

Alter dinner, the prisoners were marched out 
of their cells and arranged in order convenient to 
see and hear. I addressed them for some minutes, 
endeavoring to-impress upon them the virtue of 
temperance, and the best means of reforming, 
if they had ever indulged in the vice of drunken- 
ness. I never saw a more attentive audience.— 


Two hundred and sixty-seven signed the pledge 
that day, most of ween i have renee 10 ee 
will keep it inviolate. Twice since, temperance 
meetings have been held in the evening, and near 
two hundred more names have been added. In 
Sing Sing Prison six out of eight hundred have ta- 
keu the pledge. Kindness is beginning to do its 
work. When will it be complete? .

We learn from the Van Buren (Arkansas) [utel- 
ligencer, of the 6th, that a family by the name 
ot Cox was recently murdered near the Choc- 
taw line,on the Poteau river. 2 

Mr. Cox, the Intelligencer says, was a black- 
smith, and had been working in the Indian 
country, either among the Creeks or Seminoles 
under the employ of the United States, and had 
lately moved into the state and settled in Scott 
county, at the place where he a d his family 
were murdered, An Indian and a Negro, who 
were supposed to be the murderers, were pur- 
sued and arrested in the Indian country, and

It appears 
trom their statements that the Indian shot Mr.

vusiness. ~He had been a sivop owner, and ior a 
long time traded between the eastern shures of 
Virginia.aud New York, v.a the Chesa; eake and 
Delaware canal; and no small part of his carry- 
ing busivess consisted in bringing slaves tw! ine 
North, in the hol of his litle vessel. He wa- 
at last caught, with filteen runaway slaves, at 
one of the Jucks on the canal, and contrived two es- 
cape, leaving vessel aud cargo in the hands ol 
his captors. 

He was extensively known in Virginia, as o 
successiul trader—besides which he wasa coop- 
er, blacksmith, whitewasher, barber, carpenter, 
shoemaker, a skijltul pilut and navigator, aud 
possessed several other arts which I do not now 
remember.”

laws.” Toall which the Juint Commitite of the 
Legislature of Massachusetts, to whom tlnese re=-

“Your commitiee are of opinion, that it requires 
something more than the adoption of a ccnstitu- 
tion and laws, to prove men’s capacity fur self- 
government; and something more than the incor- 
poration into them of dumestic slavery, to prove 
their unconquerable love of liberty.” 
The committee farther propose the adoption of 
resvlutions, declaring that the people of Magsa- 
chusetts regard the proposition to admit Texas 
into the Union, “as dangerous to its continuance 
in peace, in prosperity, and in the enjoyment of 
those blessings whic: it is the object of a free 
government to secure.”— Voice of Freedom.

Noah Webster. 

Dr. Webster has been a long time before the 
publ c usa prominent individual in the yarious de- 
partments of soc.ety, ahd a short notice of the 
principal events of his lite cannot be unacceptable 
the public.” He was born in West Hariturd, m 
this Siate, Uctober l5ih, 1758. He was a descen- 
dant of Johu Webster. one of the first settlers of 
dartierd, who wasa men er of tive Colonial coun 
cil, from its first formation, and subsequently Gov- 
ernur of Connecticut. 

Nvah Webster eutered Yale College, in 1774 
n-his junior year, i the time of Burguynes ex- 
pedition frum Canada, be volunteered his services 
under the cummand of his father, who was Cap 
tian in the Adarm List. In thus campaign, ali the 
male members of the family, fuur im number, were 
inthearmy atthe same tune. Notwithstanding 
this interruption in hisstudies, Mr. Weiser grad- 
vated with high reputation in 1778. Durteg the 
summer of 17¢9, he resided in the fami y of Mr. 
atterwards Cluef Justice El!sworth, at Hartford, 
Was aduntted to the bar in 1701. Subsequently, 
ve engaged in the busigess of iustruction, and be- 
ing strongly impressed wit. the great defects of 
the bovks then in use in elemeniary schools, pub- 
lished in 1783, at Hartford, his First Part of a 
Grammatical Institute of the English Grammar. 
the great success of this work, and of others ot 
che same class, prepared by him, is well known. 
Mr, W. early became a political writer. His first 
publication in this character at Hartford, in 1788, 
when the Siate was agitated on the subject of ha'f- 
pay for lite to the Revolutionary army. Fora se- 
ries of papers in the Connecticut Courant, under 
the signature of Hononztovs, he received the thanks 
of Gov. Trumbull in person, and was highly com- 
plimented by other gentlemen of distincuon. At 
varivus other periods of public excitement and dil- 
ticulty the aid of his pen was solicited by those 
who were best acquainted with his full and cor- 
rect infurmation on questions of public interest, 
and his ability to explain and defend his own 
views.

the Federal Constitution, in defence of Washing- 
ton’s prociamation of neutrality, and of the trea- 
ly negotiated with Great brituia by Mr. Jay, had 
great influence on public opinion, and were highly 
appreciated. Variousother topics during the same 
period were publicly discussed by him. In 1793 
he commenced a daily paper in New York, which 
is now called the Commercial Advertiser and New 
York Spectator. 

Mr. Webster removed to New Hayen in 1798, 
and 1807 entered the great business of his—t h 
compiling ofa new and complete Dictionary of the 
English Language. This work he prosecuted a- 
midst various d.fficulties and discouragement, 
and published the first edition of it in 1828. In 
the preparation of this Dictionary he was led to 
investigate to a great extent the subject of Mty- 
mology, and the elation of various ianguages tu 
each other. ‘This Dictionary has been more fa- 
vorably received than, as is believed, the authu: 
ever anticipated. His other publications are too 
numerous to be particularly mentioned here. Dr. 
Webster formed no opinion without investigation. 
and such opinion on any subject as, appeared to 
him, alter tull consideration to be corract, he nev- 
er feared to express. He strongly loved his 
country, and was a patriot of the Washington 
school. He lived and died in the faith of the

Dr. Webster had enjoved remarkably vigorous 
health till within a few days of his death. On 
Monday of last week he was slightly unwell, but 
no alarm was felt by his family, His disorder, 
however, soon took the form of pleurisy, and he 
sradually sunk under the attack till at the time a- 
bove mentioned, in the full possession of his rea- 
son, he died with entire compo-ure aud resigna- 
tion,

Such should be the motto of every editor in the 
Jand. God Almighty has wisely vouchsafed to 
every man freedom of thought and expression, 
and he who endeavors to take from his fellow 
man this right. is an aristocrat at heart and an 
enemy to our Republican system. The tone of 
the Press should be firm and infiexible—fear- 
less and independent—unawed by the influence of 
power, and unintimidated by the withdrawal of 
patronage; and until this state of things shall ex- 
ist, it isin vain to expect that the inherent and 
unalienable rights of man will be known, and the 
knowledge turned to profitab!e account. 

I have been led to these reflections, from the 
fact that there is one subject which agitates the 
people of this country; and upon which very few 
editors have the firmness:to speak. I mean the 
subject of slavery. By this, 1 du not wish to be 
understood as advocating the wild and impractic- 
able schemes of the Liberty Party, but Abolition- 
ists have rights in common with other men--and 
their rights should be respected. This is the 
land of Liberty, and the era of free investigation, 
aud shall our lips be fettered upon any ‘subject?
